He  maintained  a  dig- 
nified courtroom  atmosphere 
in  the  classroom.  His  class 
was  the  first  one  in  the  morn- 
ing and  he  always  entered 
the  lecture  hall  at  the  Egyp- 
tian Building  smiling,  saying, 
"Good  morning,  ladies  and 
gentlemen."  Then  he  would 
fire  a  salvo  of  questions  at  the 
class.  He  would  always  look 
straight  at  the  student  to 
whom  the  question  was  di- 
rected, and  say,  "Now,  Mis- 
ter or  Miss  so  and  so  .  .  .," 
then  ask  the  question. 

This  particular  morning  he 
looked  up  at  J.  B.  Spinks  and 
said,  "Now,  Mister  S-P-I-N- 
K-S,  would  you  tell  us  the 
dose  of  magnesium  sul- 
phate?" With  only  slight  hesi- 
tation,  Spinks  replied, 
"About  half  a  nickel  box."  A 
low  murmur  of  laughter  per- 
meated the  lecture  hall  and 
increased  in  volume  as  Dr. 
Haag  joined  in  the  laughter.

After  completing  my 
general  internship,  I 
had  general  rural 
practices  in  Southwest  Vir- 
ginia, Western  North  Caro- 
lina, and  Eastern  Tennessee 
until  1957.

Mr.  J.  R.  McCauley  in  the 
business  office  ran  a  tight 
ship,  but  was  also  very  com- 
passionate.

has  given  us  on  the  occasion 
of  our  50th  anniversary  to 
pay  tribute  to  our  faculty  for 
the  class  of  1935.  We  fondly 
remember  Drs.  William  B. 
Porter,  Isaac  A.  Bigger,  Frank 
L.  Apperly,  Beverley  R. 
Tucker,  Thomas  W.  Murrell, 
H.  B.  Haag,  H.  L.  Osterud, 
Stuart  N.  Michaux,  G.  Paul 
LaRoque,  Greer  Baughman, 
Frederick  W.  Shaw,  and  oth- 
ers, not  only  for  what  they 
taught  us,  but  for  the  kind  of 
men  they  were  and  the  role 
models  they  gave  us  to  fol- 
low. 

Though  we  graduated  be- 
fore penicillin  and  other  anti- 
biotics, before  automated  lab- 
oratories and  sophisticated 
x-ray  techniques,  before 
pacemakers  and  organ  trans- 
plants, they  gave  us  a  firm 
foundation  for  our  continued 
study  so  that  we  could  incor- 
porate these  wonders  of 
medicine  into  our  practice. 
We  have  been  unusually 
privileged  to  serve  the  sick 
and  injured  because  of  them.

When  I  look  back 
over  my  college 
years  and  subse- 
quent practice  years,  I  can  re- 
call many  incidents  and  expe- 
riences. Some  were 
interesting  and  stimulating, 
many  were  amusing,  even  lu- 
dicrous. Others  were  less  in- 
teresting and  amusing,  and  a 
few  were  quite  grim.  How- 
ever, as  I  recall  these  events,  I 
am  continually  being  made 
aware  of  the  vast  difference 
in  medical  practice  seen  dur- 
ing my  student  days  and  the 
state  of  the  art  that  exists  to- 
day. It  is  almost  mind-blow- 
ing to  realize  that  in  this  50- 
year  span  there  has  been  an 
explosion  of  knowledge,  ex- 
pertise, and  sophisticated 
technical  aids  to  the  under- 
standing, diagnosis,  and 
management  of  a  variety  of 
medical  disorders.  In  the 
same  period  there  has  been  a 
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significant  change  in  the  pat- 
tern of  diseases  commonly 
seen. 

When  one  considers  all 
that  has  happened  in  this  rel- 
atively short  period  of  hu- 
man existence,  one  cannot 
help  but  wonder  and  specu- 
late as  to  what  new  break- 
throughs will  occur  and  what 
the  pattern  of  disease  will  be 
in  another  50  years.  At  the 
same  time,  one  has  to  marvel 
at  the  vision,  ingenuity,  cour- 
age, intellectual  curiosity, 
and  determination  that  made 
all  of  these  changes  possible.

There  is  one  incident 
that  occurred  in  my 
senior  year  of  which  I 
often  think.  My  partner  on 
obstetrics  was  a  fine  Italian 
young  man  who  loved  to 
talk.  One  nice  fall  evening  we 
set  out  to  attend  a  woman 
who  was  supposed  to  be  in 
labor.  Arriving  about  ten 
o'clock  we  found  our  patient 
to  have  labor  pains  but  not 
too  close  together.  After  do- 
ing our  examination  we 
started  our  long  wait.  1  will 
never  forget  how  much  I  en- 
joyed listening  to  my  fine 
partner  talking  to  the  patient 
and  comforting  her.  He  had 
the  rare  ability  to  inspire  con- 
fidence and  was  warm, 
friendly,  and  professional. 

We  waited  and  waited,  and 
as  time  went  on  the  pains  got 
less  frequent  and  finally  in 
the  early  morning  hours  we 
decided  that  it  was  a  false 
alarm  so  packed  our  bag  and 
headed  for  home  in  time  to 
catch  the  eight  o'clock  class. 

It  so  happened  that  my 
partner  and  I  landed  in  the 
same  state.  He  had  a  very 
successful  practice  in  obstet- 
rics and  I  did  pulmonary 
medicine  in  a  state  institution 
for  40  years.  I  served  as  su- 
perintendent and  medical  di- 
rector for  the  last  33  years, 
and  retired  two  years  ago. 


All  I  remember  back  50 
years  ago  while  I  was 
a  student  at  MCV 
were  the  struggles  with  exis- 
tence and  the  constant  study 
to  survive.  That  was  during 
the  depths  of  the  Great  De- 
pression. Tuition  was  $125 
every  semester  and  that  was 
an  enormous  amount  of 
money  to  accumulate,  all  at 
one  time.  I  lived  in  the  "Y" 
with  the  rest  of  the  rats.  Next 
door  to  me  was  a  schoolmate 
from  overseas,  whose  foreign 
money  became  so  inflated 
that  his  allowance  could  not 
begin  to  allow  him  sufficient 
food.  We  all  chipped  in  and 
kept  him  alive  for  the  rest  of 
the  year. 


Another  incident  I  remem- 
ber dealt  with  my  brother 
John  who  was  a  student  in 
the  School  of  Medicine. 
While  he  was  in  obstetrics,  I 
went  with  him  on  some  de- 
liveries. He  delivered  one 
baby  in  a  shanty  which  had 
no  floors  and  almost  no 
furniture.  He  asked  the 
mother  to  name  the  father, 
and  she  replied,  "I  got 
enough  troubles,  I  ain't  got 
no  husband  to  bother  with." 
For  many  weeks,  my  brother 
had  no  money  and  we  shared 
our  "whatevers."  Then  I  fi- 
nally discovered  he  was  pay- 
ing for  milk  and  medicines 
for  that  infant.  I  can  recall 
how  proud  I  was  of  him  then 
and  how  privileged  I  am  to  be 
his  brother.  He  is  a  splendid 
product  of  MCV. 

Finally,  I  do  remember 
how  happy  I  was  when  I 
graduated.  That  was  the  hap- 
piest day  of  my  life. 


Looking  back  50  years: 
"Cocky"  Nelson  told 
us  that  if  we  discov- 
ered a  drug  to  kill  germs  and 
not  hurt  the  patient,  then  we 
couldn't  make  a  living.  In 
four  to  five  years  there  was 
penicillin,  and  life  expectancy 
increased  by  over  10  years. 

We  were  at  MCV  during 
the  Great  Depression.  We 
had  no  automobiles  or  wives. 
Interns  got  $9  per  month. 
Max  Holland  came  back  from 
Christmas  holidays  with  a 
pretty  red-headed  wife  and 
when  we  asked  why,  he  said, 
"Getting  married  just  runs  in 
our  family."  At  that  time 
Jonah  Larrick  was  helping  us 
find  jobs  to  survive.  The  total 
cost  of  my  college  pre-med 
and  four  years  of  medical 
school  would  now  be  the 
same  as  my  office  overhead 
for  two  and  one-half  days. 

Remarks  from  patients: 
"Doc,  I  had  the  flu  and  that's 
a  funny  disease.  I  was  sick  for 
three  weeks  after  I  got  well ." 
I  said  to  a  charming  little  lass, 
"And  how  old  are  you?"  "I  be 
four."  Just  as  a  challenge,  I 
said,  "And  when  will  you  be 
six?"  With  a  cute  smile,  she 
said,  "After  I  be  five."

The  grand  event  A  success  story 


Pete  N.  Pastore  (M.D.  '34)  wrote 
to  express  his  feelings  about 
"alumni  fever,"  having  experi- 
enced his  own  50-year  reunion 
in  1984:

Those  who 
come  are  rewarded.  Those  who 
are  absent  are  sorely  missed.  It's 
true  that  we  don't  see  the  many 
professors  who  toiled  faithfully 
with  us  during  those  national 
depression  years.  We  talk  of 
them,  though,  some  with  sad- 
ness, some  with  regrets,  most 
with  respect  and  admiration. 
Certainly  the  campus  landmarks 
have  changed;  so  have  we. 

"The  Friday  reception  in  honor 
of  our  50th  year  and  the  class 
dinner  are  congenial  hours;  the 
Saturday  tours,  luncheon,  and 
reception,  and  the  Sunday  brunch 
all  offer  ample  opportunity  for 
reminiscence.  Of  special  interest 
is  a  visit  to  the  newly  established 
Special  Collections/ Archives  in 
the  Tompkins-McCaw  Library, 
featuring  individual  items  of 
interest  to  50-year  reunion 
groups. 

"The  three  days  pass  so 
quickly.  The  general  feeling  on 
departure  is  that  "we  should 
gather  like  this  more  often." 
Our  experiences  as  students  are 
stronger  five  decades  later.  Now 
the  past  and  each  day  will  stay 
with  us  the  rest  of  our  lives."

Archives. 


Over  $42,000  in  pledged  contribu- 
tions was  raised  by  volunteers  in 
the  university's  second  annual 
spring  phonathon  in  March  and 
April.  Robert  J.  Fagg,  Jr.,  director 
of  annual  giving,  says  that  this 
amount  is  more  than  double  the 
original  goal,  and  it  surpassed  last 
year's  total  by  nearly  four  times. 

Using  a  specially  installed  20- 
line  telephone  bank,  alumni  and 
student  volunteers  contacted 
prospects  from  each  of  the  12 
schools  over  10  evenings.  Accord- 
ing to  Fagg,  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy alumni  group  garnered  the 
largest  single  evening's  total,  with 
$7,912. 

In  addition  to  student  groups, 
alumni  from  the  following  schools 


participated  in  the  phonathon: 
Community  and  Public  Affairs, 
Humanities  and  Sciences,  Educa- 
tion, Nursing,  the  Arts,  Business, 
and  Pharmacy. 

Fagg,  who  was  assisted  by 
Teresa  Thomson,  assistant  direc- 
tor of  VCU  Alumni  Activities, 
says  "the  enthusiasm  demon- 
strated by  our  callers  was  terrific, 
and  the  response  from  alumni 
prospects  was  very  encouraging." 


Dialing  for  health 

The  university's  Health  Line  has 
been  in  operation  for  over  eight 
years,  providing  taped  messages 
on  health  topics,  mainly  cancer,  to 
callers  dialing  (804)  786-1000.  It 
was  originally  developed  under  a 
grant  from  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  and  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  American  Cancer  Society, 
Virginia  Division. 

During  the  past  year  the  Health 
Line  has  been  in  the  process  of 
reorganization,  and  Dr.  Lome  K. 
Garrettson,  associate  professor  of 
pediatrics  and  pharmacology,  has 
been  appointed  medical  director 
for  the  program.  Under  Garrett- 
son's  direction  the  Health  Line  is 
being  managed  as  a  joint  effort 
with  the  Central  Virginia  Poison 
Center.  Tapes  now  are  being 
reviewed  and  updated  by  medical 
faculty  members. 

The  service  is  operated  seven 
days  a  week  from  8  am  to  11  pm. 
Callers  to  Health  Line  are  con- 
nected by  a  nurse  to  recorded 
health  care  information  on  can- 
cer and  other  health  problems. 
Callers  outside  the  Richmond  area 
can  call  toll-free  by  dialing  (800) 
552-2020. 

A  bequest  to  the

A  home  away 
from  home 

In  a  time  of  severe  fiscal  con- 
straints, the  cost  of  remodeling 
to  provide  suitable  and  adequate 
study  areas  and  a  "home"  for 
student  organizations  is  not 
available  in  the  medical  school 
budget.  The  officer  and  directors 
of  the  medical  division  of  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU 
have  accepted  the  request  of  the 
School  of  Medicine  administration 
for  assistance. 

Medical  students  find  it  diffi- 
cult, if  not  impossible,  to  locate 
an  appropriate  place  to  study  in 
Sanger  Hall.  Students  are  "hitting 
the  books"  in  research  laborato- 
ries, conference  rooms,  lecture 
rooms,  and  hallways.  The  study 
lounge  on  the  sixth  floor  is 
overcrowded  and  rundown 
through  overuse,  and  is  no  longer 
an  inviting  study  area.  Many 
carrels  need  to  be  refurbished, 
lockers  repaired,  carpeting  and 
furniture  replaced,  and  wall 
covering  changed. 

Newly  available  space  on  the 
11th  and  12th  floors  will  require 
the  same  treatment  as  the  sixth 
floor  study  lounge,  plus  plumb- 
ing, electrical  work,  and  ceiling 
repairs.  Office  and  conference 
room  furniture,  carpet,  and  wall 
covering  also  are  needed.  Space 
will  be  provided  for  the  American 
Medical  Student  Association,  the 
Student  National  Medical  Associ- 
ation, the  Student  Medical 


Society,  the  Organization  of 
Student  Representatives  to  the 
Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,  Alpha  Omega  Alpha, 
the  Family  Practice  Club,  and  the 
Christian  Medical  Society. 

The  eighth  floor  student  lounge 
in  Sanger  Hall  lacks  adequate  heat 
and  also  is  in  urgent  need  of 
refurbishing.  This  area  will  have 
the  walls  recovered  and  draperies 
put  on  the  windows.  A  micro- 
wave oven  will  be  added  to  the 
kitchen  corner  for  late  night  meals 
and  snacks. 

The  cost  of  this  needed  renova- 
tion and  remodeling  is  $45,000. 
Dr.  Harry  I.  Johnson,  Jr.  (M.D. 
'53)  of  Roanoke  will  head  the 
fund  raising  drive  to  generate 
the  necessary  gifts  from  alumni. 
Efforts  will  be  concentrated  on 
25th  (M.D.  '60)  and  50th  (M.D. 
'35)  reunion  classes,  and  on  a 
selected  group  of  other  alumni. 
Alumni  leaders  hope  to  conclude 
the  fund  raising  for  student 
lounges  by  summer. 

The  future  of 
health  care 

Portions  of  university  president 
Edmund  Ackell's  annual  address 
to  the  faculty  were  printed  in  the 
November  1984  and  February 
1985  Scarabs. 

Ackell's  final  comments  con- 
cerning the  role  of  the  university 
in  health  care  follow: 

"We  must  now  look  at  the 
environment  in  which  health  care 
professionals  will  operate  in  the 
future.  I  will  use  medicine  as  an 
example.  Many  changes  are 
impacting  on  what  we  under- 
stand as  the  practice  of  medicine. 
What  will  be  the  physician's  role 
in  the  future?  Technology  is  a 
most  apparent  change.  Mighty 
machines  now  make  diagnostic 
procedures  simple,  and  at  the 
same  time  make  it  easier  to 
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diagnose  disease.  Computers  do 
much  of  the  information  gather- 
ing and  analysis.  The  machine,  if 
programmed  properly,  will  not 
allow  the  physician  to  miss 
something. 

"The  corporate  involvement  in 
health  care  has  changed  medical 
care  from  a  cottage  industry,  first 
to  large  group  partnerships  and 
now  to  corporate  medical  enter- 
prises. Corporations  now  run 
medical  programs,  own  hospitals, 
negotiate  costs,  and  seek  ways  to 
use  nonphysicians  in  a  number  of 
activities.  We  may  be  tending 
toward  a  computer-assisted  type 
of  medical  practice.  What  we  have 
known  as  physician  indepen- 
dence is  becoming  obsolete.  Add 
to  this  the  number  of  regulations 
which  continue  to  pour  out  of 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  from  state 
capitals. 

"At  a  recent  AAMC  meeting, 
Dr.  Robert  Petersdorf,  who  is 
vice-chancellor  for  health  sciences 
at  the  University  of  California  at 
San  Diego,  presented  a  paper 
regarding  changes  which  medical 
schools  and  medical  centers 
should  consider.  He  pointed  out 
the  role  which  industry  is  now 
playing  and  will  continue  to  play 
in  health  care  delivery  and 
research.  He  also  stated  that 
teaching  hospitals  are  being 
asked  to  do  more  in  teaching  and 
patient  care  with  less  funding. 
Other  issues  related  to  numbers 
of  residents  being  trained  in 
surgical  and  medical  specialities 
where  surpluses  now  exist;  that 
clinical  faculty  are  so  involved  in 
practice  that  teaching  is  second- 
ary; that  we  should  have  a  two- 
platoon  faculty,  one  consisting  of 
clinical  personnel  for  the  teaching 
program  and  another  consisting 
of  highly  qualified  investigators  to 
spend  most  of  their  time  in 
research.  Lastly,  he  stated  that 
universities  should  divest  them- 
selves of  teaching  hospitals  which 
would  be  constituted  as  separate 


corporations  affiliated  with  the 
university. 

"We  may  not  agree  with  a 
number  of  the  issues  I  have 
presented  but  it  is  abundantly 
clear  that  we  must  be  ready  to 
adapt  to  some  changes.  Can  we 
adapt  and  still  maintain  the 
quality  of  our  teaching  and 
service?  Each  school  must  care- 
fully look  at  its  present  activity 
and  decide  whether  it  meets  the 
need  for  tomorrow's  practitioners. 
Health  care  is  undergoing  alterna- 
tion as  it  never  has  before:  this 
must  have  some  impact  on  the 
educational  programs. 

"1  have  pointed  out  a  number 
of  major  concerns  facing  the 
academic  health  centers  of  our 
nation.  It  is  important  that  we 
have  the  intestinal  fortitude  and 
initiative  to  develop  our  own 
responses.  With  a  new  vice- 
president  joining  us  and  two  new 
deans,  the  administrative  struc- 
ture of  this  campus  will  be  in 
place  and  we  will  be  ready  to 
develop  realistic  plans  for  the 
future." 

Educating  parents 

Dr.  Mary  Beth  Bruder,  associate 
professor,  School  of  Education, 
has  received  a  three-year  grant 
from  Handicapped  Children's 
Early  Education  Programs,  a 
division  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Education.  The  grant  funds  a 
model  demonstration  project 
which  will  develop  a  monitoring 
system  for  infants  0-2  years  of  age 
who  are  considered  to  be  at-risk 
for  delays  in  development. 

The  Parent  Education  and 
Monitoring  Program  will  provide 
information,  education,  and 
support  to  parents  of  infants  who 
received  services  in  the  Neonatal 
Intensive  Care  Unit  (NICU)  of 
MCV  Hospitals  and  teenage 
parents  (under  age  17)  of  infants 
born  in  the  hospital.  Nearly  500 
parents  are  considered  eligible  for 
the  project;  it  is  expected  that  150 
will  participate  each  year. 


The  first  project  component  is 
developing  a  monitoring  system 
for  at-risk  infants.  A  home  visitor 
will  provide  developmental  and 
community  resource  information 
to  the  parents  of  these  infants. 
Parents  will  be  taught  to  complete 
a  questionnaire  on  their  infant's 
development  approximately  every 
three  weeks. 

The  second  component  is  the 
development  of  parent-baby 
groups  for  parents  who  want  to 
receive  additional  education  on 
infant  development.  The  third 
component  will  provide  training 
to  a  group  of  ten  to  15  parents  to 
enable  the  expansion  and  replica- 
tion of  the  project  to  include  more 
parents  over  subsequent  years. 

The  project  centers  around 
three  central  tenets  involving  a 
baby's  development:  the  parent  is 
the  most  important  individual  in 
the  baby's  life;  any  needed 
intervention  should  be  ongoing  in 
the  family's  daily  routines,  within 
a  transdisciplinary  framework; 
and  parents  may  need  assistance 
in  integrating  their  baby's  needs 
into  the  family  structure. 

MCVH  in  the 
movies 

An  educational  film  for  residents, 
which  was  filmed  in  the  emer- 
gency room  at  MCV  Hospitals, 
has  won  first  place  in  a  national 
competition  of  the  International 
Film  and  TV  Festival  of  New 
York.  The  film,  The  Complex  Multi- 
System  Injured  Patient,  featured 
two  MCV  Hospitals  physicians, 
Dr.  Alfred  Gervin,  associate 
professor  of  surgery  and  director 
of  emergency  medical  services; 
and  Dr.  Glenn  Barnhart,  a  fellow 
in  cardiovascular  surgery.

Dental 
homecoming 

Nationally  recognized  authorities 
on  endodontics,  professional 
ethics,  and  U.S.  foreign  policy  in 
the  Caribbean  and  Latin  America 
addressed  dentists  and  dental 
hygienists  who  returned  to 
campus  for  the  1985  School  of 
Dentistry  alumni  homecoming. 

The  alumni  program,  held  April 
20,  is  an  annual  scientific  dental 
assembly. 

Visiting  speakers  for  the  pro- 
gram were  Dr.  Leif  Tronstad, 
professor  and  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Endodontics  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  School 
of  Dental  Medicine;  Dr.  William  F. 
May,  the  Joseph  P.  Kennedy,  Sr. 
professor  of  Christian  ethics  at  the 
Kennedy  Center  of  Ethics  at 
Georgetown  University;  and  Col. 
Lawrence  L.  Tracy,  USA,  who  is 
currently  assigned  as  military 


advisor  to  the  coordinator  of 
public  diplomacy  for  Latin  Amer- 
ica and  the  Caribbean  at  the  U.S. 
Department  of  State. 

Tronstad  spoke  on  "Traumatic 
Injuries  of  the  Teeth."  May  spoke 
on  "The  Intellectual  and  Moral 
Marks  of  the  Health  Profession- 
al," and  Tracy  addressed  "The 
Impact  of  U.S.  Foreign  Policy  in 
the  Carribbean  and  Central 
America  on  our  Health  Care 
System." 

Erratum 

In  the  February  1985  Scarab  VCU's 
Department  of  Chemistry  was 
incorrectly  identified  as  being 
located  on  the  MCV  Campus.

About  face 

Until  recently  rosacea,  a  relatively 
unknown  phenomenon,  has 
attracted  little  attention  from 
medical  scientists.  Dr.  Jonathan 
K.  Wilkin,  associate  professor  of 
dermatology  at  the  university,  has 
a  particular  interest  in  this  intense 
flushing  or  blushing  reaction 
because  of  its  affect  on  people's 
faces  and  therefore,  their  lives. 

"It's  surprising  how  many 
people  have  problems  with  it,"  he 
says.  "But,  it  is  often  passed  off  as 
cosmetic  and  inconsequential." 
The  condition,  caused  by  pro- 
longed, intense  flushing,  can 
include  a  reddened  face,  acnelike 
blemishes,  and  patch  areas  on 
the  skin. 

Because  the  face  is  the  "social 
signature"  and  is  the  first  notice- 
able feature  presented  to  others, 
Wilkin,  chief  of  the  dermatology 
service  at  McGuire  Veterans 
Administration  Medical  Center, 
became  interested  in  the  problems 
associated  with  rosacea. 

Due  to  increased  blood  flow 
through  facial  skin  vessels, 
flushing  seems  to  be  a  heat- 


dissipating  mechanism  and  ap- 
parently has  been  characteristic  in 
humans  for  some  time.  Red 
pigments  used  to  decorate  facial 
areas  usually  involved  in  flushing 
have  been  discovered  on  artifacts 
from  prehistoric  eras. 

Flushing  is  not,  however, 
restricted  to  the  human  element 
of  the  animal  kingdom.  Wilkin 
notes  that  birds,  chameleons,  and 
certain  lizards  redden  "to  attract 
the  opposite  sex  and  to  ward  off 
other  males." 

In  humans,  flushing  results 
from  a  number  of  major  causes 
including  emotions  and  alcohol 
ingestion.  Women  approaching 
menopause  frequently  experience 
the  flushing  reaction  and  "hot 
flashes"  related  to  hormonal 
changes.  The  effects  of  a  beta 
blocker  drug  on  flushing  are 
being  studied  by  Wilkin.  This 
drug,  he  says,  seems  to  stabilize 
the  activity  of  microscopic  blood 
vessels. 

Although  the  flushing  process 
is  not  yet  fully  understood, 
scientists  have  determined  that 
the  source  derives  from  the  brain, 
near  the  internal  "thermostat" 
that  controls  body  temperature. 
During  a  hot  flash,  or  flush,  the 
temperature  of  the  body  does  not 
really  increase,  but  the  body 
responds  as  if  it  has.  Apparently 
flushing  of  the  neck,  face,  and 
upper  chest  acts  as  the  body's 
effort  to  lower  excess  heat  that  is 
not  really  there. 

Studies  performed  by  Wilkin 
and  his  group  have  upset  one 
theory  about  rosacea.  Wilkin  has 
found  that  neither  caffeine  nor 
caffeine-containing  beverages 
induce  flushing.  The  heat  from  a 
beverage  such  as  coffee  will, 
however,  produce  a  flush  reac- 
tion. Because  of  his  studies, 
Wilkin  says  a  hot  decaffeinated 
coffee  substitute  for  rosacea 
patients  is  not  necessary.
